In Man’s Bod

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct, 30.— 
The human periscope, a new 
instrument for saving pain and 
risk in surgery, was exhibited 
before the American College of 
Surgeons here today. 

With the periscope a physic- 
ian can look directly inside the 
body, anywhere in the abdom- 
inal cavity, and see what is 
wrong. The instrument is a 
slender, hollow metal rod, the 
size of a water reed, more than 
a foot long. 

Its tip carried a minute elec- 
tric light, not much larger than 
a grain of wheat. At the op- 
posite end is an eye piece. | 

This rod is inserted, lighted 
tip foremost, through a small, 
harmless and almost painless 
opening made in the abdominal 
wall, Through the eye piece an 
internal field, between two and 
three inches in diameter, is 
visible. It is brilliantly lighted 
by the tiny light. 

The organs readily examined 
by this method include stomach, 
kidneys, liver, gall bladder, 
peritoneum, omentum, ovaries 
and uterus,

CLARKE STILL

Voted Against Reopening 
Agreement — Wants 
Record Clear 


Drawing attention to an error 
which appeared in The Bulletin on 
Tuesday, Mayor J. A. Clarke today 
emphasized his stand on the Cal- 
gary Power Company agreement 
question. 

In Tuesday's editions of The Bul- 
letin it was reported that city coun- 
cil Monday had split 6-5 when the 
vote was taken on Ald. R. V. Bel- 
lamy’s proposal that the city re- 
quest prices from the Calgary Pow- 
er Company for the supply of pow- 
er to Edmonton during peak-load 
periods this winter. The reported 
vote was in error, as actually six 
aldermen voted for the proposal 
and four opposed it. While it was 
not necessary, as the mayor is only 
reuired to vote in case of an even 
split among the aldermen, 
Mayor J. A. Clarke indicated his 
stand on the successful motion by 
casting his vote with the minority, 
making the count actually 6-5. 

“The minority group, headed by 
Ald, Ainlay, held that the rnotion 
put the bargaining power in the 
hands of the company whereas if 
any further action was taken it 
should be the company coming to 
the city instead of vice versa,” said 
Mayor Clarke. 

“Although the council split 6-4 
on the matter, Ald. Bellamy rally- 
ing the support of all members 
except Labor to his new proposal 
to reopen the agreement, and I 
was not called on to make my stand 
known. I requested that my vote be 
cast with the minority as against 
reopening any negotiations on the 
part of the city. I want the record 
kept clear on this matter as I want 
to show who is for the company 
and who is for the city.”

Adenoids And Mouth 
Breathing 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

Everyone has adenoid tissue. It is only 
when it becomes enlarged that it is dangerous 
to health, Enlarged adenoids often accompany 
enlarged tonsils or swollen neck glands. The 
causes of these troubles are usually similar, and 
the three together constitute the most common 
of children’s disorders. 

Due to the location of the 
adenoid tissue, when it be- 
comes enlarged it may cut 
off the breathing through the 


nose so that the child is 
forced to breathe with the 
mouth open, and usually 
sleeps in this position. 

The adenoid tissue is a 
lymphatic tissue similar to 


that of the tonsils, but since 
it is situated in the upper

back part of the nose, cannot be seen from the

outside. Mouth breathing is the outstanding 
symptom that the adenoids have enlarged. A 
mouth that hangs open, the dull expression, a 
lack of pep, are all indications that the adenoids 
need attention. If the trouble continues for a 
long time, it may result in a deformed facial 
expression. As the teeth may become mis- 
shapen, the bony framework of the upper dental 
arch does not form properly and the teeth do 
not meet in a bite. The reof of the mouth be- 
comes narrowed and the of the nose 
broadened. 

The enlarged adenoids thicken the child's 
lips and give him a dull, stupid look, Often 
the children are victims of night terrors, as the 
interference with breathing causes them to feel 
suffocated. They often snore while sleeping, or 
are restless and may breathe in loud snorts. 

When enlarged tonsils are present the child 
will suffer from other catarrhal troubles, and 
are especially predisposed to colds and bron- 
chitis. In some cases, the adenoids may become 
infected and the infection spread to the ear, 
causing deafness.

For many years I have claimed that adenoids 
enlarge mostly from too liberal a use of the 
carbohydrates, but many physicians who know 
more of surgery than they do of diet have ridi- 
culed my theory; however, I am pleased to note 
that no less an international authority than Sir 
Arbuthnon Lane, the distinguished English sur- 
geon, points out that, “In England and America, 
where children are fed plenty of starches and 
sugars, adenoids are more prevalent than else- 
where.” 

The treatment for adenoids should not be 
delayed after having been discovered, as they 
not only endanger the child’s health, but may | 
lead te malformations of the jaws, 
palate, nose and face |

In most cases, enlarged adenoids will be 
duced to normal by short fruit fasts followed by 
a non-starchy diet, but if the adenoid tissue has 
greatly enlarged it may sometimes be advisable 
to use surgical measures. 

After the adenoids are corrected, the child 
should be trained to use the nose for breathing, 
and be given systematic breathing exercises.

Once you 
learn h to prepare spinach, carrots, etc., in | 
this w you will probably be satisfied to eat 
them flavored with butter, the small amount 
of salt in the butter being all that is needed.

On this date in 1899 the steam-
